as a geologist and mining engineer will bave 
receiv d « view by thistrom which it will be 
hard fur him to recover.

He ‘entered the diamond fields with 
one Of his surveying parties, known 
as the Fort Bridger divisicn, and made 
a careful estimate of the country. After 
satisfying himeif that the whole thing was 
a fraud, he hastened to San Francisco to lay 
his astounding discovery before the directors. 
He knew no one of them personally, and did 
not know where any of them liv He did 
not know Janin, and him he hunted up at 12 
o'clock the very night he arrived here. Janin 
waa in the bed ct the time, but King walked 
bim up and conveyed the disagreeable infor- 
mation. Jauin would not believe it at first, 
but the geologist sat down, «nd before morn- 
ing convinced bim. 

Next day they went together and saw Mr. 
Ralston. The gentlemen poohoohed the idea 
that there was fraud, but be finally consented 
w permit King to make a report. Then the 
latter made the report which was printed yes- 
terday, and which, it will be seen, bears date 
November 11th. 

THE BUBBLE BURST. 
The report was so comprehensive, #0 con- 
vincing, that the directors’ faces turned white 
when they heard it read. They at once re- 
solved to ferret the thing out, and for that 
purpose General Colton’s expedition was fit- 
ted out, and Mr.’King kindly consented to ac- 
company it with Mr. Japin. The whole mat- 
ter was kept strictly private, not even the 
yincipal shareholders knew anything of it. 
fine only persons that knew anything of the 
explosion were King, Janin, Ralston, Lent, 
and Colton, with two who accompanied him 
on bis trip, General Bost and E. M. Fry.

THE LOCATION OF THI FIELD. 

The diamond field is located near Vermil- 
lion creek, 45 miles from Black Burte station 
directly on one of the prominent geodetic 
stations of the geological survey. It is at the 
north base of a pine clad ridge that runs east 
and west, north of Brown’s Hole, and is in 
Colorado ferritory, 8 miles south of the Wy- 
oming line. At this point is a mesa, about 
7500 feet high, gently sloping to the north, 
and cut by canons, 500 and 600 feet deep, 
which carry off the drainage of the pine ridge 
into Vermillion creek.
